New York-CD-The mystery of 


Arthur Fried, young business man 
who vanished 11 months ago, was 
cleared today with the disclosure 
by J. Edgar Hoover that Fried was 
kidnaped, held prisoner four days, 
then shot to death and his body 
cremated. 


Hoover, in a dramatic statement 


last night, laid the death of Fried, 
32, head of a Bronx sand and stone 
company, at the hands of a four- 
man "kidnaping syndicate" which 
tried for weeks afterward to collect 
a $200,000 ransom. 


The chief of the federal bureau 


of investigation said "certain ones" 
of the quartet also had confessed 
they collected $14,900 in two hith- 
erto unrevealed Brooklyn kid^ap- 
ings and said they were under sus- 
picion in two other kidnap cases 
and three holdups. 


The men, Hoover said, shot Fried 


to death in a lower east side apart- 
ment and burned his body in a fur- 
nace. 


He named the suspects as Demet- 


rius Gula. 30, a pinball 
operator; 


William Jacknis, 27. a WPA play- 
ground instructor; John Virga, 34, 
a clothes presser, and Joseph S. Sa- 
coda, 27, now in Sing Sing prison 
for parole violation. 


AH Have Records 


Hoover said all four have police 


records and will be turned over to 
Loval authorities for prosecution. 
They were arrested over the week- 
end. 


Victims in the two Brooklyn ab- 


ductions were Benjamin Farber, 33, 
a coal dealer, and Normal Miller, 
19, son of a Stevedore concern ex- 
ecutive. 


Hoover said the kidnapers seized 


.Farber last April 18 in front of a 
Brooklyn branch of the National 
City bank and released him un- 
harmed shortly after his 
family 


paid $1,900 of a $25,000 ransom de- 
mand. 


Young Miller, he said, was kid- 


naped last July 24 as he left 
a 


Brooklyn theater and freed within 
'24 hours when the father paid the 
gang $13,000. It was the 
youth's 


memory of his experience that en- 
abled G-men to trace the gang.

Williamsburg bridge at a designat- 
ed spot and the ransom for young 
Miller, a student at Franklin and 
Marshall college at Lancaster, Pa., 
was left in a garbage can in down- 
town Manhattan.

Manhattan. The building has since 
been torn down.

There will be those who will dif-1 


fer with Mr. Roosevelt as to thej 
political wisdom of this step. In the 
so-called "purge" campaign, the re- 
sentment provoked by the presi- 
dent's intervention made votes for 
the candidates he didn't want to see 
nominated. But, in a contest be- 
tween the parties, the right of a 
Democratic president to intervene 
js not so unfavorably 
regarded, 


though, in 1918, it was said to have 
been one of the reasons why Presi- 
dent Wilson lost control of both 
houses of congress. 


Precedent and tradition are im- 


portant in American politics, how-j 
ever, only up to a certain point 
When 
other issues 
dominate or 


completely blanket the precedent, 
the election is likely to turn on 
how the electorate feels on the is- 
sues. 


True Objection 


Ordinarily, it is doubtful wheth- 


er the electorate would be disturb- 
ed when a president makes a plea 
for the election of his party mem- 
bers to congress. The true objection 
in 1918 was not to Mr. Wilson's plea 
for the success of his party col- 
leagues, but that he should have 
made it in the midst of wartime 
when national unity had been the 
underlying feeling of all political 
parties. Disturbance of that unity 
by cries about alleged political use 
of patriotism for party ends was 
unjust, because Mr. Wilson had no 
such purpose. Yet it was so con- 
strued by many voters. 


Some of us never did accept the 


theory that the election turned on 
that particular point, but believed 
at the time that dissatisfaction with 
war-time restrictions and an ar.ti- 
war feeling by certain foreign-born 
groups held the balance of power. 


Today, a somewhat analogous sit- 


uation exists. The objection is not 
so much to Mr. Roosevelt's natural 
desire to see Democrats reelected, 
but to the widely held belief that 
his personal intervention is a form 
of dictatorship 
\vhich 
tends to' 


break down the institution of dem- 
ocracy as expressed in the separa- 
tion of powers idea under our con- 
stitution. 


Other Issues Involved 


Again, if the elections go against 


Mr. Roosevelt, it will, in my judg- 
ment, not be because he made an 
appeal for the election of govern- 
ors and senators and representa- 
tives, but because there are other 
issues which influence the negative 
voting far more. 


Economic conditions may have 


much to do with the adverse vote 
to be cast on "Nov. 8, and not such | 
debatable points as to how far the' 
head of the Democratic party may 
go in supporting his own party 
members. 
Then, too, 
resentment 


against the flagrant use by the ad- 
ministration of the WPA and the 
PWA in political campaigns may be 
reflected in the vote polled against | 
the Roosevelt regime. For it is a' 
well understood characteristic of 
American elections that anything 
which savors of unfairness or un- 
morality at the polls is deeply de- 
plored. 


In Pennsylvania,, the efforts of! 


the machine there to squelch in-! 
vestigation and to prevent exposure j 
of scandal is ir. line with the be- 
havior of political machines in oth- 
er states which a Democratic com- 
mittee of the United States senate 
investigating the congressional cam- 
paigns this year has denounced as 
a pollution of the ballot.

U. S. Defense Needs Make Oil 
Conservation National Problem 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—Oil is of increased national concern in connection with 


the defense program now being prepared to protect the western hemi- 
sphere. 


Not only is our internal life now dependent upon oil, since we are so 


highly motorized, but an enlarged navy, an enlarged mechanized army, 


a greatly increased air force all must have larger in- 
sured supplies of oil It ranks along with manpower, 
ships and explosives. 


Yet this precious resource, limited in supply, is be- 


ing recklessly wasted. Conditions in the oil industry 
are chaotic and are not improving. An indispensible 
national resource is subjected to hog-trough, anarchy, 
and is spawned out with little consideration for the 
national welfare. 


During several days in Texas, Oklahoma and Kan- 


sas, I found federal control being debated. Some see 
it as the only means of saving our oil. Others are 
violently opposed to any interference with the free- 
dom of a man to do what he pleases with oil that 
may be found under his property. Yet there was gen- 
eral agreement that unless the states and private en- 


Raymond Clapper terprise cooperate and put a halter on the oil easi- 
ness, the federal government inevitably will step in to protect this re- 
source. 


Oil has become more vital than ever to our national defense, and we 


are bound in respect to oil, as with other necessary elements of our de- 
fense, to move into a "steered economy" whereby these resources will be 
handled in the national interest. 
The states and private industry can 
do these things in the American 
democratic way by exercising their 
responsibilities. That is the best 
chance of avoiding some approach 
toward authoritarianism in Amer-

At Milwaukee's auditorium thousands 


of people of German birth met the other 
day to celebrate the arrival of the first 
German immigrants in America in 1683. 


The meeting was sponsored by what is 


known as the German-American Citizens 
Alliance and members of dozens of Ger- 
man-American organizations attended. 


Those in charge denied there was any- 


thing nazi or of the Volksbund character 
to the meeting. Nevertheless, opponents 
of Hitlerism denounced it as Berlin in- 
spired. Enough! 


And so the building was surrounded by 


over 2500 people for 
the 
purpose of 


"peaceful picketing.' 


This opposition to the meeting marched 


' to the hall with a band and a sound truck, 


From the sound truck people were re- 
quested to "join in protest against this 
meeting at which they are scheming to 
overthrow our government." 
Milwaukee 


provided over 300 policemen, a third of 
the city's armed force, to maintain order. 
And thus order was fairly well preserved. 
Yet a few dozen were arrested for pro- 
ceeding into the hall and trying to break 
up the meeting. 


Those who wanted to participate with- 


in the hall were abused and derided. 
Placards denounced them as "Hitler stoo- 
ges" and said "they must be driven from 
Milwaukee." 


It is manifest that this is a clear exam- 


ple of democracy gone lubber, of a flagrant 
abuse of liberty in the attempt to deny 
liberty to others. It should be equally 
plain that if such manifestations were ex- 
tended generally all liberty would be dead 
because it is from such disorders and con- 
fusion that the real Hitlers climb on horse- 
back. 


The right of assembly guaranteed by 


our constitution is a precious right. We 
are not going to carelessly throw it in the 
gutter nor permit others to put it there. 
But it is obvious that the 2500 pickets were 
prostituting their constitutional rights just 
as plainly as if men by claiming the right 
of free speech could persist in screaming 
so loudly that others could not talk and 
still others could not hear the speakers. 


Something near 30 per cent of Ameri- 


ca's blood is German. Admittedly there 
is no more sturdy element within our 
gates. It is a common practice of all our 
people to follow back their ancestral lines 
and muse upon the achievements of their 
forefathers. 
But there is 
also another 


rowdy element now riding at the crest of 
its power and authority and bent upon 
creating disturbances against all people 
who have the blood of nations now under 
dictatorial form of government. 
These 


disturbers think they are representatives 
of liberty and that their strident tones are 
indicative nf America. 


It must be the purpose of America to 


maintain itself in spite of them. 


QUITE NEIGHBORLY 


The American government is now sell- 


ing to the Mexican government three mil- 
lion 
bushels of wheat at less than the 


market value, at less than our government 
paid for it. 


Our government, that is our taxpay- 


ers, will pay the loss. And if they don't 
their children will pay it because then it 
will be absorbed in further Joans. 


We have been purchasing great quan- 


tities of silver from Mexico for which 
we have no earthly use and for which we 
paid the land to the south of us a price 
about double its \aluo < > r what we \\ould

thoufih under the Roosevelt system it will 
be divined between this generation and 
several generations yet to tome. 


Now all we need to do is get our fann- 


ers to figure they gre benefited by selling 
their produce far below what it costs them 
to bring it to market, ard with the money 
go into our stores and pay our merchants 
twice what their goods are worth on the 
market 


Of course this system will interfere 


somewhat with the merchants, because the 
merchants will want to sell their goods for 
half what they cost in order that they may 
buy more goods a4, twice what they're 
worth. 


Yet it would be a mistake to declare 


that in, doing these things the Roosevelt 
administration Is inconsistent. It is per- 
fectly consistent-in practically all its fi- 
nancial affairs. It pers-sts in avoiding the 
fact that wastage Cannot make wealth and 
that security will not be found in poverty. 


NEUTRALITY PROBLEMS 


Cool heads will be needed at Washing- 


ton when the inevitable European conflict 
comes. 


Our Neutrality Act was a bid for peace. 


It is well to understand that under some 
conditions the Act may trip more than 
help us. 


We can keep our vessels out of harm's 


way; that is, off the high seas. We can 
refuse to lend money to warring peoples. 
We can refuse to sell out materials to com- 
battants except on a cash-and-carry basis. 
We can refuse to let our citizens put us 
"in the middle" through their own fool- 
hardiness. 


Doing all these things, there still re- 


mains the danger that circumstances will 
involve us. 


We do need to understand, as well as 


we may, some of the problems we will 
face if there is war on a large scale. 


There has been lack of understanding 


of the position of the United States in the 
last great war. That lack of understand- 
ing should cause us to attempt to under- 
stand better the forces affecting us that 
will operate in a new great war. 


Some persons still believe that the 


United States was drawn into the last war 
because our industries had made sales and 
loans to the Allied countries. The sales 
were made for cash or its equivalent. The 
loans were amply secured and not a dollar 
was lost on them. Ihis business with the 
Allies is confused with the war loans 
which this government made to the Allies 
when we had joined the issue, loans that 
were financed by the sale of United States 
government bonds to the people. Of 
course, these loans have not been repaid. 
True, some of the money so supplied re- 
turned to our war industries in the shape 
of new orders. 


We did business with the Allies be- 


cause the Allies were in a position to 
make purchases. 
They had the boats; 


they had the money or could get it. 


If, in the event of another -major con- 


flict, we refuse to sell to any one of the 
combattants, we penalize our farmers who 
grow the grain that will be so desperately 
needed, we penalize our miners who dig 
for copper, we penalize the men who pro- 
duce the oil for the ships. And so on. 


And to what end? Great Britain can 


get copper from her colonies. The Argen- 
tine can supply the grain, Mexico the oil. 


Or, are we to refuse to sell to neu- 


trals? 
They are our customers in peace 


time. 


Suppose a warring power offers mil- 


lions of dollars in cash Tor a portion of our 
surplus grain or cotton, contracting to con- 
vey it from our shores with no risk to our 
Flag. Can we reasonably refuse to sell? 


Suppose that a German victory over 


Great Britain appears inevitable unless 
'Britain can get supplies from us. 
Will 


we want to stand by when we believe 
that such a victory may have unpleasant 
consequences for us? 


And, will we be remaining absolutely 


neutral if a stronger power attacks a 
weaker one and we resolutely refuse to 
sell to either? 
Will we not be penalizing 


the weaker country? 
And where is our 


abstract justice, then? 


There will be problems that must be 


faced by this nation in the event of a 
major conflict that are not, and cannot be, 
covered by any rigid neutrality policy. 


We can aid most if we keep cool heads 


in any new crisis and if we attempt to un- 
derstand the issues that are involved. They 
will be many and complex. 
They will 


worry the trained minds that are called 
on to solve them. 


We cannot help if we allow our sym- 


pathies to overcome our reason. 


We must think only of the consequenc- 


es to America.

Custom? 


Dear Mrs. Post: I have not lived 


in America many months but even 
already some of the customs sur- 
prise me. I am always asking ques- 
tions but my dear American friends 
can't answer because they have for 
so long taken things for granted 
that they have never really noticed. 


The custom of giving shower par- 
ties before a wedding or the birth 
of a baby—is it an American one? 
I consider a shower a very good 
idea for a young woman who is not 
so well off, but when the person 
has the means a shower seems to 
me to be out of place. And another 
question about showers is, who 
should be invited to such a party. 
Is it actually permissible to ask 
seventy-five or a hundred people? 


Answer: I am not certain about 


this, but I believe the custom origi- 
nated over here, and that it is now 
becoming popular abroad. 
Until 


very lately showers were unknown 
in formal circles; even now they are 
far more popular in the smaller and 
friendlier communities than in the 
formal environment of great cities. 
Since a shower is actually a request 
to come and bring Mary a present, 
those invited should include only 
the intimate friends and relatives 
of the bride—and possibly those of 
the groom. The number of course 
depends upon the size of the bride's 
circle of intimate friends. 
Seven- 


ty-five or one hundred people does 
seer*, an unusually large number 
unless the shower presents are id- 
tended to take the place of wedding 
presents. 
If, let us say, no guests 


are to be invited to the wedding 
and the shower is being held just 
before her marriage or immediate- 
ly after to celebrate their home- 
coming—in cither case the shower 
presents being intended to take the 
place of wedding presents—then of 
course the number of those invited 
might very well include all those 
who would otherwise beinvitcd to 
the wedding reception.

There are children who arc afraid 


of the teacher or the principal, or 
any stranger that enters the school 
building. The teacher cannot help 
this condition at its source. The 
child was set in that fear before he 
got to school, but she can very soon 
win that child's confidence and 
trust so that his fear dies. So can 
the principal. If a child is afraid 
of either of them, and continues to 
be so, one might be justified in 


thinking that it might be their 
fault. 


Parents could help some by tak- 


ing care not to frighten a child 
about school by threatening him or 
her with the teacher and the prin- 
cipal and the other officers of the 
educational body. Better teach the 
children that they are going to find 
friends in these people.

Books Circulated 


At Neenah Library 


Neenah — Miss May Hart, Nee- 


nah librarian, today reported that 
the library had thc largest October 
circulation since 1928. There were 
10,588 books circulated from the li- 
brary last month. 


Last year the circulation in Oc- 


tober amounted to 9,296, while the 
preceding year it was 9,012. In 1935,

Variety of Systems 


It was pointed 
out that under 


such a system there was little time 
for examinations, that the doctors 
had little chance to develop into a 
good doctor while the chances for 
deterioration were strong. The Brit- 
ish system didn't include any hos- 
pitalization 
or laboratory 
work. 


Crownhardt found that there is lit- 
tle complaint of the system in Eng- 
land largely because of the distinct 
social classes and the lack of public 
health education as it is known in 
America. Crownhardt also studied 
Norway, Denmark, Germany and 
French systems. The French system 
is distinctly different in that there 
are no panels but patients may call 
any licensed doctor who receives a 
receipt from the patient which is 
turned in at a central bureau where 
he is reimbursed for 80 per cent of 
his bill. While such a system can- 
not cheapen medical service ma- 
terially, it 
does require a 
very 


large corps of doctors. 


Dr. Ozanne discussed various at- 


tempts at socialized medicine in the 
United States, none of which havc 
been in existence long enough to 
evaluate them. 


As a criteria to judge a new sys- 


tem. Dr. Ozanne suggested study 
of the time allotted for medical ex- 
amination, case history, lab work, 
consultations when needed, treat- 
ments, disability benefits etc. The 
difficulties in any system are the 
indefiniteness of illness, the types 
of patients, feasible plans for dis- 
ability benefits, the cost of admin- 
istration and the cost to the pa- 
tient.

When, the Treaty of Versailles 


was written, there were many lead- 
ers of Allied nations who feared 
Germany might again arise Iron, 
defeat They believed that if they 
could hold Germany down they 
would save Europe from another 
war. 


Castle Rnnkelsteln, 700 years old, 


in the Tyrols. 
That belief explains some of the 


things in the treaty, things which 
helped Hitler stir the people to an- 
ger. One thing 
was 
Germany's 


promise not 
to send soldiers into 


the Rhineland, a part of Germany 
near France. This promise, Hitler 
decided to break, and he made a 
crafty choice of the time to do it. 


Great Britain and France were 


worried about Mussolini and Ethio- 
pia. They wanted to stop the con- 
quest of the African nation, and 
did not care to meet any other trou- 
ble at the same time. 


Hitler ordered German soldiers to 


go into the Rhineland, and in ihey 
went. At that time the German 
army was not really strong, and 
might easily have been driven out 
by the French. 
While traveling 


abroad some months ago._ I spoke 
with a Nazi official about this ev- 
ent^ He chuckled as he said that the 
Rhineland invasion was "just a 
bluff that worked." 


As a result of the Rhineland suc- 


cess, Germany now has a line of 
forts—the Siegfried line—and is in 
a *ar stronger position in case of a 
war with France. 


Both Hitler and Mussolini got 


what they wanted at that time, and 
it was not long before they agreed 
to an alliance. A promise was made 
for Germany and Italy to help each 
other in case of a war. 


There was one trouble with the 


alliance. Both nations wanted pow- 
er over Austria. 


Austria was a little nation in the 


heart of Europe, and its capital—Vi- 
enna—was one of the charming ci- 
ties of the_ world. Almost all the 
Austrians were 
German-speaking, 


but. there was no proof that they 
wcnted to join Hitler's Germany. 


Hitler, however, was willing to 


risk a war to obtain power over 
Austria. The Austrian government 
made a protest, but could find no 
nation which would help to nale 
tho Germany army. There was a 
short truce, and the Austrians near- 
ly had a chance to vote on whe- 
ther or not they wanted to be part 
of Germany. Before the vote cvuld 
be held. Hitler 
struck. 
Without 


bloodshed, his army entered Austria 
and took it. 


Just what Hitler did to keep Mus- 


solini quiet is not known. We can 
only say that because of fear or be- 
cause of favor the Italian dictator 
stood by while Germany gobbled 
up the little republic. Some pc/sons 
believe that since Austria was <eiz- 
ed, Mussolini has not felt so friend- 
ly toward Germany.
